“ When the first beets were har­ 
vested, raw sug ar was $16 .50, New 
York, and g ranulated was between 
21 and 22c., New York or San Fran­ 
cisco. When the time arrived for es­ 
timating the basis for making beet 
checks to cover Aug ust deliveries, 
raws had 
dropped to 10 3-4e.p at 
which point it was then hoped the 
market would stabilize, and g ranu­ 
lated was 17 c, thoug h at the time 
checks were placed in the mails it 
had declined to 15c. While the price 
of raws 
made 
it 
apparent 
that 
g ranulated had not reached bottom, 
we had strong hopes that it would 
not drop below 12c, and our beet 
statements and checks were based 
on that estimated fig ure. 
Cites Disappointment. 
“ Unfortunately , we were doomed 
to disappointment, as the price has 
already 
dropped 
below 12c basis, 
and raws are but 7 l-2c. 
The most 
unfortunate phase of this situation is 
that up to this time (October 12th) 
we have been able to dispose of less 
than five per cent of the sug ar pro­ 
duced to date, and less than four per 
cent of our probable production for 
the season. 
Consequently the aver­ 
ag e received for this small quantity 
disposed of will only slig htly affect 
the averag e to he received for the 
balance of the crop remaining to be 
sold.

In o pening his sermo n Rev. Oli

M etho dist church he had no right 
to discuss partisan po litics in the 
pulpit, but th at he had the right, 
and in fact was ex pected to speak 
o n all m o ral issues, but o nly as they 
affected the life and purpo se o f the 
Kingdo m o f Go d in the pro ductio n 
o f a C hristian civilizatio n. 
Rev. Oliver said in p art: 
“It is the business o f the dhturch 
so cially to m ake an atm o sphere in 
which pro blem s o f the co mmunity , 
the natio n, and the wo rld m ay re­ 
ceive bro therly co nsideratio n.
